The period of investigation is fix- j c*rnployed by I). E. Loewe and corn­ 
ed at one year, although it may be 
ehortened. 
This is the first treaty between 
the United States and an European 
nation, based upon Secretary Bryan’s 
plan. 
Similar treaties have been n e ­ 
gotiated with five central -American 
nations and it is planned to sign 
one with the Dominican republic to ­ 
morrow. The Amerlcan-Netherlandl 
convention embodies generally the 
principles 
of 
Secretary’s 
Bryan's 
plan to bring to an end warfare 
between 
the nations of the world 
but It differs in some details from 
sim ilar pacts already signed. There 
is no provision in it for the m ain­ 
tenance of the status quo as to mil­ 
itary and naval preparations during 
the period 
of 
investigation. 
Mr. 
Bryan pointed out today, however, 
that he considered this feature non­ 
essential, acceptance of the priori 
pie of investigation being the key­ 
note of the plan. 
M akes Slight Concession. 
In negotiating the tr e a t/ Seere- 
tary Brvan made a slight concession 
to the N etherlands in the matter of 
the appointm ent of the fifth mem­ 
ber of the permanent international 
commission to be chosen by common 
agreem ent between the two govern­ 
ments it being understood that this 
member shall not be a citizen of 
either country. 
The previous treaties do not m ake 
this limitation as to citizenship of 
the fiftli member. 
Four members 
are to be chosen like the similar 
commissions provided 
for 
in 
tim 
other treaties, that is. one from * ach 
country to be selected by the re­ 
spective eovornments and one to be 
chosen by each 
government 
from 
third country. 
The treaty is to run for five v?ar s 
and th ereafter remain in force until 
twelve m o n th s after one of the c m - 
tractlng parties has given notice of 
an intention to terminate it. 
The 
international commission must 
be 
appointed within six months a fter 
the exchange of the ratifications 
While none of the peace treaties! 
have been ratified by the senate as 
yet. Secretary Brvan said this was 
due to the press of business and that 
he expected to encounter no diffi­ 
culty when 
the pacts are reached 
by the upper house.

A. F. L. Behind Defendants. 
Soon after the suit was brought 
the American Federation of Labor 
decided to stand behind the defend­ 
ants and to reimburse them against 
any loss. 
The anti-boycott society 
of America supported 
the 
plain­ 
tiffs. so the litigation in realty de­ 
veloped into a legal battle between 
these two organizations. 
After many delays the case was 
assigned for trial 
in 
the 
United 
States district court but was not 
then tried being taken to the su­ 
preme court of the United States 
for an interpretation. 
In February: 
1908, the supreme 
court 
handed 
down a decision in effect that the 
allegations constituted 
a violation 
of the Sherman law. 
Judgements Now $273,001). 
With interests 
and 
costs 
the 
judgement now amounts to $272,- 
000. 
At the first trial held in 1909 
the plaintiffs obtained a judgement 
for $232,240. 
Sustaining the second judgement, 
Judge Cox declared th at it was no 
longer debatable that the anti-trust 
act is applicable to such complaint, 
tions as are alleged in the eamrdaint, 
and that the art made no distinc­ 
tions between classes of combina­ 
tions or individuals. 
The court declared 
that it had 
been clearly established 
that 
the 
plaintiffs were engaged in an inter­ 
state business and that the defend­ 
ants arn members of a trades union 
and affiliated with the 
American 
Federation of Labor, “ One of the 
objects of the later organization be­ 
ing to assist its members in any 
justifiable boycott’ and with finan­ 
cial bolo in the event of a strike or 
lockout.” 
It was shown at the trial that In 
March, 1901, that the United Hat­ 
ters had resolved to unionize the 
factories of the plaintiffs and that 
Mr. Loewe had been notified by the 
union officials 
that 
the 
hatters 
would resort to tile usual methods 
in case their plan should meet with 
opposition. 
On July 5th. 1902, the 
plaintiffs' employees were directed 
to go on strike and it is claimed Jhat 
almost Immediately a boycott was 
established. 
The (plaintiffs assert 
this measure converted a profit of 
$27,000 in 1901 Into losses ranging 
from $17,000 ln 1902 to $3,000 in 
I 9*0 4. 
In October of the following year the 
trial was begun before the United 
States district court 
at 
Hartford. 
After a trial of seventeen weeks the 
fury returned a verdict for tho plain­ 
tiff of $74,000, 
Judge Platt, now' 
deceased awarded triple damages in 
accordance with the Sherm an law’ so

Such pernission shall not be con­ 
strued to revive or validate any 
lapsed or invalid franchise”.
